West, George L. Allen, D. R. ‘Fran- 
cis and Daniel Catlin; and these city of- 
ficials, who are ex-officio members of 
the board; Mayor Kreismann, Park 
Commissioner Scanlan and Comptroller 
Taussig. 

Chairman Bixby, who is' one 
these agreeing to lend paintings 
the exhibit, laid the proposition be- 
fore the board. 

The action of the board was unani- 
mous. It agreed that there were on 
hand already enough paintings of 
pre-eminent merit for the first year’s 
exhiZit, which it wishes to make un- 
usually good.

JUSTICE HARLAN’S OPINION 
GIVES TRUSTS NO LEEWAY 





— — 


He Declares 


“Reasonable’’ and “Unreasonable” 


Can Be Written Into Law Only by Con- 
gress—He Sees Clear Violation. 





WASHINGTON, May 16.—Justice Har- 
lan’s minority opinion in the mandare 
Oil case follows: 

I feel it my duty to file my dissent 
to the views expressed in the opinion 
of the majority of the court. 

The antitrust act of 1890 was passed 
when this country was facing a crisis. 
There were great accumulations of cap- 
ital.in a few hands and great combing- 
tions -had their hands upon the throat 
of this country, even threatening with 
extinction many forms of commercial 
life. The. questien before Congress was, 
What shall we do? sinally, after delib- 
eration, the anti-trust act of 1890 was 
enacted. 

If we will examine the debates in the 
Congressional Record of that time we 
will be ferced to the conclusion that 
great men then in Congress had a well- 
defined idea of the conditions prevailing, 
which made the legislation imperative, 
and also the meaning of the language 
used in the law enacted to meet those 
conditions. 

Congress declared every contract in 
restraint of trade between the states 
illegal. The first section of the act of 
1899 reads: “‘Every contract.’’ It does 
not declare that certain contracts, but 
that every contract combination in the 
form.of.@ trust or otherwise, or conspir- 
acy, in restrain of trade or commerce 
among the several states, or with for- 
eign nations, is hereby declared to be 
illegal.”” “Nothing could be plainer-- 
every contract in restraint of trade. 
The lawyers in Congress when that 
prohibition was framed understood the 
meaning of the language they employed. 

Sees Cause for Alarm. 

There are many things in this opinion 
which may well alarm the country. In 
1896 this court rendered its opinion in 
the so-called transmissouri case. This 
litigation commenced within 15 vears of 
the enactment of the law. Who were 
the men.then moving about in darkness 
and who should have the light of rea- 
son, not the men then living who par- 
ticipated in the framing of the law and 
who knew what the intention of the 
Congress was in enacting it. 

This court in that opinion did not at- 
tempt to differentiate between reason- 
able and unreasormble contracts or com- 
binations in restraint of trade. The 
learned Chief Justice who has delivered 
the opinion of the court in the present 
case has been among those dissenting 
in cases disposed of by this court under 
the act of 1890. 

If we will stop to examine the names 
or great lawyers signed to briefs sub- 
mitted in cases decided under the act 
of 1890, it cannot be asserted that we 
have been groping in darkness. It is 
true that there has been raised for 
years the contention that the act. of 
Congress did not restrain reasonable 
ecntracts in restraint of trade, but only 
unreasonable contracts. 

Counsel in this court have In effect, 
been required to take their seats for 
arguing in support of this contention. 
Since the law was enacted attempts 
practically at every

It does not rest with this court by a 
process of judicial legislation wholly un- 
justifiable to read into the law words 
not written there by the legislative 
branches of the Government. In 1897 
that great lawyer, George F. Edmunds, 
who had sat in the Senate when the 
law was framed, was called as counsel 
to bring the light.of reason into the 
court. In this case arguments which 
have been repeatedly advanced were em- 
ployed, and again a great man, asked 
this court .to decide the same question 
in direct opposition to the. conclusions 
reached. in .the transmissouri case. 

Certainly: there has been no session 
of Congress since 1896 that somebody in 
the interest of the opposition to the 
views of this court as laid down in-its 
‘nterpretation of the law in the trans- 
nrissouri case has not come to Congress 
to get the law amended. The important 
fact is that it never has been amended. 
There is no man in this country today 
who does not know it will not be 
amended. 

These people do not give up as long as 
they can fight. Every time they get a 
chance they raise the question before 
us and ask the court for a legislative 
construction of the act of 1890. There is 
no limit to the number of times the 
question can come before this court. 

The most alarming tendency of this 
day in my judgment, so far as our insti- 
tutions are concerned, is the tendency 
of judicial delay. When men of vast 
interests are concerned, and they can- 
not get law-making power to enact 
amendments to construe the law as they 
desire, they spare no effort to get some 
case before the courts in an effort to 
have the courts construe the constitu- 
tion and the statutes to mean what they 
want them to mean. The courts are full 
of cases which attempt to have laws 
reconstrued. 

New Feature in Government. 

We have announced our views upon 
the law of 1899 and it has been accepted 
I suppose miilions 
of property has changed hands under 
the decision of 1896 and 1898. Prosecu- 
tions have been instituted and people 
have been sent to jail under the act of 
18, as construed by this court.

HARMFUL ONES ALONE HIT 


Harlan Attacks Tribunal’s Right 
fo Say if Monopoly Is 


Beneficial. 


WASHINGTON, May 16.-—Reduced 
to common terms the unanimous 
decision of the Supreme Court of 
the United States holding that the §$110,- 
000,000 Standard Oil Co., organized by 
John D. Rockefeller, the richest man 
in the world, is an illegal monopoly 
in restraint of trade and must there- 
fore be dissolved, means that the 
stocks of the constituent corporations 
of Standard Oil must be restored to 
individual ownership within six 
months, and that the constituent cor- 
porations themselves must become in- 
dependent and competitive as they 
were before they were brought under 
Standard Oi] control.. 

The decision in this famous case 
handed down by Mr. Chief Justice White. 
is of special interest in St. Louis, be- 
cause the Government, when it sought 
to destroy the Standard Oil Trust, in 


1906, by injunction proceedings under 

the Sherman anti-trust law, selected 

St> Louis as the place to file the suit. 
Where Line Is Drawn. 

The decision draws a distinction be 
tween the extent and character of re- 
straint ot trade, limiting the application 
of the Sherman law to corporations 
which unduly restrain trade. It is*held 
that the law does not apply to corpora- 
tions which are not unreasonably re- 
strictive of competition. This interpre- 
tation of the law is defined by Mr. Chief 
Justice White as the “rule of reason.” 
_ Justice Harlan concurred in the opinion 
ef the court, but filed a dissenting opin- 
ion, holding that the Sherman anti-trust 
law applies to every combination in re- 
@traint of trade. 


Justice Harlan declared that the Su- 
preme Court had no right to differen- 
tlate between the extent and character 
of restrai~t of trade, and that the Stand- 
ard Oil decision meant that the court 
might, by mere judicial acts, amend the 
laws of the United States, and even the 
Constitution itself. 

In holding that the Sherman law is not 
applicable to every restraint of trade, 
Justice White declared that it was nec- 
essary to consider ail cases in the light 
of reason. He said the Government con- 
tended that the language of the statute 
embraced every form of contract or 
combination In restraint of trade, leav- 
ing no room for the exercise of judg- 
ment, but simply imposing upon the 
court the duty of applying the prohibi- 
tion to every case within the literal 
language of the act. 

Use of Judgment Essential. 

“The error involved lies in assum- 
ing the matter to be decided.’’ the 
~ Court said. “This is true, because as 
the acts which may come under the 
classes stated in the first section (Note— 
Of the Sherman anti-trust law) and 
the restraint of trafle to which that 
fection applies are not practically 
enumerated or defined, it is obvious 
that judgment must in every case be 
called into play in order to deter- 
mine whether a particular act is em- 
braced within the statutory..classes, 
and whether, if the act Is within sucha

to which it relates could be ascer- 
talned—the light of reason—the en- 
forcement of the statute was impos- 
sible because of its uncertainty. 

» Aim of Statute Interpreted. 

“Fhe merely generic enumeration, 
which the statute makes of the acts 
to which it refers and the absence of 
any definition of restraint of trade as 
used in the statute leaves then but 
one conclusion, which is that it was 
expressly designed not to unduly 
limit the application of the act b& 
precise definition, but while clearly 
fixing’a standard, that is, by defining 
the ulterior boundaries which could 
not be transgressed with {mpunity, to 
leave it to be determined by the light 
of reason, guided by the principles 
of law and the duty to apply and en-| 
force the public policy embodied in 
the statute, in every given case, 
whether any particular act or con- 
tract was within the conremplation 
of the statute.” 

Justice White declared that th's 
new interpretation of the law was not 
in conflict with any of the previously 
rendered decisions of the court. It 
had been contended by the Govern- 
ment in presenting the case that the 
line of previous decisions made it ob- 
ligatory upon the court to apply the 
Sherman law to all combinations in 
restraint of trade. He declared that 
in al] the previous decisions, reason 
had been used in the rulings of the 


court. 
Enjoined From Monopoly. 


The decision of the Supreme Court 
applies to.the, Standard Oil Co. of 
New Jersey, the 33 subsidiary cor- 
porations that joined in the appeal 
and John D. and William. Rockefeller 
and five other individual defendants 
all Standard Oil directors or officials. 
They are enjoined from maintaining 
the Standard Oil monopoly, attacked 
by the Government as an illegal com- 
bination in restraint of trade, in the 
petition filed in St. Louis. 

In the original petition 62 corporations 
were named as defendants, ottside of 
the Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey and 
the Standard Oil Companies of Califor- 
nia, Indiana, lowa, Kansas, Kentucky, 
Nebraska, New York and Ohio. ,

It Is Anticipated Supreme Court 
Ruling, Expected May 29, 
Will Dissolve Trust. , 


By Wire From the Washington Ba- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 16.—The decision 
of the Supreme Court in the American 
Tobacco Co. case is expected on May 
29, which will be the last opportunity 
for handing down opinions before the 

second Monday in October. 

The decision in the Standard Oil Co. 
case has anticipated the determination 
in the Tobacco_cases to this extent: 

That the Tobacco Trust will be de- 
clared a combination in restraint of 
trade because its organization is 
similar and its methods almost iden- 
tical with those just condemned. 

That it will be pronounced a mo- 
nopoly because the effect of its or- 
ganization and management has been 
- to monopolize the entire world. 

That it must be dissolved and the 

stock held by holding companies re- 
turned to the more than one hundred 
concerns amalgamated. 
The only point of difference will be 
the attitiide of the court toward the foy- 
eign companies involved. The lower 
tribunal held that the domestic corpora- 
tions were amenable to the law, but the 
foreign companies were exempt. The 
construction of the court in this respect 
will determine the extent to which the 
Sherman act may be invoked in regu- 
lating foreign corporations.

drew his objection to the appointment of 
a coadjutor Bishop to aid him in ad- 
ministering the affairs of the diocese. 
The delegates, comprising 100 clergy- 
men and 50 laymen, then went into exec- 
utive session to consider nominations 
for Coadjutor Bishop. 
Bishop. Tuttle, gigantic, vigorous, 
vet venerable towered over the dele- 
gwates as he spoke from the raiged 
platform. 

Why He Had Objected, 

“Last yea? in this convention I told 
you that I would not consent to the 
appointment ef a coadjutor,” he said. 
“My first reason for opposing the ap- 
pointment was that I belleved that in 
order to extend the diocesan work 
sufficiently to make a coadjutor neces- 
gary there should be an endowment 
fund of not less than $45,000. My 
second reason was that my physical 
condition did not demand the appoint- 
ment of a coadjutor. 

“Now I come to you and say that I 
will withdraw that first objection.

specific endowment.

Holladay, who, before his death, 15 


‘peged was already incumbered, and 


BLOOD 10 SAVE A 
MOTHER OF NINE 


Second Time Canadian, Oxford 
Graduate, Has Given Life 
Fluid to a Patient. 


. 


UNIVERSITY DEAN’S SON 


Is Studying Emergency Practice 
in New York Hospital for 
British Army Service. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, May 16.—If Mrs. Sarah 
Wynn of Fulton street, Brooklyn, is re- 
stored to health, to her husband and 
nine children. she will have. to thank 
Dr. Arthur W. Savage. a young interne 
at the Volunteer Hospital, for the trans- 
fused quart of blood he gave to save 
her life. 

Dr. Savage, who is a vigorous youns 
man of 28; just graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Oxford, England, has had 
one year of work at the Volunteer Hos- 


pital. When time came for .the opera- 
tion, last night, ‘‘All right, Miss Moore,” 
he called to the head nurse. “I'll be 
ready in a jiffy.” 

Savage bounded into the washroom 
and gave his right arm, where the in- 
cision was to be made, a good scrub- 
bing. Then he went up the stairway to 
the operating room as blithely as though 
he were going to dinner. 


Woman Is Half Unconscious. 

The patient, an elderly woman, was 
very weak and half unconscious, her life 
sustained by strong stimulants. The 
transfusion process is slow;- because the 
blood cannot be forced into the heart 
circuit of a weak patient. The opera- 
tion took about half an hour. 

As the minutes passed, slowly the 
woman began to regain consciousness, 
breathing more rapidly. Color came into ' 
her cheeks, and by the time the meters 
registered the amount to be transfused 
she came to full consciousness. 

An hour later Savage returned to the 
main hall minus a quart of blood, but 
apparently as strong and enthusiastic 
as ever. Dr. Duncan advised him to 
keep quiet and go to bed, but he smiled 
and gaid: 

“Oh, I'm all right. I only feel a Ittle 
weakness in my legs and head. I went 
through this operation once before in 
Montreal, at the Royal Hospital. I 
guess it was lucky I came along here. 





The good God only knows what would 
have become of these nine kids with 
her under the sod.” 

Dr. Savage is a son of the dean of 
Montreal University, Montreal, and was 
noted at that school as the captain of 
the football team which made.a Glean- | 
up tour through the United States. He 
was also champion amateur’ welter- 
weight boxer in Canada, and an all- 
round athlete. 


Takes Rhodes Scholarship. 

He took the Rhodes scholarship to 
Oxford three years ago. and declares he 
is studying, the ambulance service and 
the successful practice in emergency 
cases in New York with the intention 
of taking up work in the British army. 

“It is nothing to talk about,’’ said Dr 
Savage. “I have spent six years study- 
ing medicine and surgery in a labora- 
tory. I did it for the purpose of savinx 
human life. Now, when this“poor wom- 
an got to the end of the rope, and that 
was the only course to save her, why, I 
thought a quart of my blood wasn't 
much to give. 

“She has a husband and nine little 
kids waiting at home for her. I haven't 
a soul that depends on me.” 

Dr. William Dietrick, assistant house 
physician, declared there is not another 
case like it in the history of any Ncw 
York hospital. 

“In case there is a call for blood 
transfusion, it is usually supplied by 
some close relative willing to take the 
risk,” he said. “Often there is a large 
reward offered for good, strong. blood, 
and we take someone who is ont of, 
work, who needs money and doesn't 
care much about his life. Savage cer- 
tainly had his nerve with him to take 
the chance.”

By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 16.—In execution 


of the project for the re-establishment 
of the great army divisions, the War 


Department is considering the selection 
of the commanding officers, who are to 
be major-generals wherever possible. 
The divisional officers will give atten- 
tion to the purely military business, 
jeaving the department commanders to 
deal with the administrative detail. The 
object is to develop officers capable of 
handling great army units. 

There is at present one division, ‘hat 
of the Philippines. Major-General J.

that command. The three new. divisions 
will be entirely within the United States. 

At New York a major-general will 
make his headquarters en ‘overnor's 
Island, commanding the Eastern Divi- 
sion, while the Department of the. East 
will be in command of a brigadier at 
Fort Totten in New York harbor. ‘ihe 
command of the Department of the Gulf 
remain at Atlanta. 

The headquarter# of the Central Divi- 
sion will be Chicago, With brigadier- 
generals or colonels:in command of de- 
partments of the Lakes,,; the Misseuri 
and Texas. at St, Paul, St. Louis ard 
San Antonio; réspectively.’ Tho existing 
departments of Coiorado and Dakota 
will be merged ante these three depart- 
ments. 

The headquarters of the We:tern Di- 
vision will be San Francisco. the De- 
partment of California making head- 
quarters at the Presidio and the .De- 
partment of Columbia at Vancouver 
Barracks, Washington. 

The change will go into effect Julv 1.

of the press. His view is that the guarantee of 
the liberty of the press applies to individuals 
and not to organizations. It is a pity that the 
decision does not cover the interesting point 
raised by the attorneys for the defense that in- 
junction against the publication of an article is 
a violation of the constitutional guarantee. 

While emphasizing the necessity of the power 
of the courts to punish for contempt as essen- 
tial to the’ enforcement of orders and decisions, 
the Supreme Court utters a warning that the am- 
plitude of the power urges discretion in its use. 

The decision den‘es the propriety of a jail 
sentence. The offense was civil, punishable only 
with a fine, and the propriety of a suit for dam- 
ages on the part of the injured corporation is sug- 
gested. But as the differences between the labor 
organization and the complaining corporation are 
gettied, the case is designated as a “moot case” 
‘to be dismissed. 

The decision against imprisonment is a clear 
legal victory for the labor leaders. For the re:

REASONABLE COMBINATIONS. 
The most interesting point in the Supreme 
Court decision in the Standard Oil case is the 
conclusion from which Justice Harlan @issents 


judicial literature on the trust question is his 
brief dissenting opinion, clothed in the simple, 
direct language of political discussion, not in 
legal phrases. Justice Harlan protests against 
the opinion of Justice White that every contract, 
agreement and combination in interstate and for- 
eign commerce is not to be condemned, but the 
question of whether it Ts in restraint of trade 
and creates a monopoly is to be judged by the 
light of reason. There may be reasonable and 
unreasonable contracts, agreements and combi- 
nations in interstate commerce, and courts must 
take account of their nature in determining their 
legality. 

Justice Harlan denounces this conclusion as 
contrary to the plain letter and spirit of the law 
and practically designates it as judicial legisia- 
tion. He says in part: 

It does not rest with this court by a process 
of judicial legislation wholly unjustifiable to 
read into the law words not written\there by 


the legislative branches of the government. 
> . > 


Certainly there has been no session of Con- 
gress since 1896 that somebody in the interest 
of the opposition to the views of this court 
as laid down in its interpretation of the law 
in the trans-Missouri case has not come to 
Congress to get the law amended. The im- 
portant fact is that it never has been amended. 
There is no man in this country today who 


does not Know it will not be amended. 
a * s 


The most alarming tendency of this day in 
my judgment, so far as our institutions are 
concerned, is the tendency of judicial delay. 
When men of vast interests are concerned, 
and they’ cannot get law making power to 
enact amendments to construe the law as 
they desire; they spare no effort to get some 
case before the courts in an effort to have 
the courts construe the constitution and the 
statutes to mean what they want them to 
mean. The. courts are full of cases which at- 


tempt to have laws’ reconstrued. 
’ - © * 


The opinion today means that the courts 
may by mere judicial acts outside of the con- 
stitution amend the constitution of the United 


States and amend the statutory laws. 
. * 


The construction of the law with regard to the 
legality of reasonable contracts, agreements and 
combinations, and Justice Harlan’s characterization 
of it as legislation from the bench, recalls Roose- 
velt’s famous criticism of the Supreme Court and 
his protest against the enforcement of the anti- 
trust law indiscriminately against all trusts. His 
distinction between reasonable and unreasonable 
restraint .of competition and between good and 
bad trusts are suggested in the Standard Oil de- 
cision. 

“fn 1905 he wrot@to Congress: 

It is generally useless to try to prohibit 
all restraint on competition, whether this 
restraint is reasonable or unreasonable; and 
Where it if not useless it is generally hurtful, 
In 1906 he stated: 

It is unfortunate that our present laws 
sShould forbid all combinations, instead of 

f énaroly discriminating between those com- 
binations which do good and those combina- 
tions which do eyil. 


But it should be borne in mind that with his 
reservation of the propriety of exercising reason 
in determining the nature of the contract, agree- 
ment or combination, Justice White gives sweep- 
ing affirmation to the prohibition of all conspira- 
cies in restraint of trade and monopolies of inter- 
State commerce or any part of it. Reason is to 
be used only to determine whether or not the con- 
tract; agreement or combination is in restraint 
of trade and promotes monopoly. While preserving 
the common law right of indiviaual contract, 
agreement and combination in pursuit and promo- 
tion of legitimate trade, he declares the ful force 
of the law is valid against the restraining or 
monopolizing of trade. With a legislative ex- 
ception in favor of reasonable combination for 
the development of trade, his whole decision is 
against the Roosevelt plan of legalizing monopoly 
and the restraint of competition. 

One thing is clear, the Standard Oil organiza- 
tion is illegal and there is no reason why the 
Government should not proceed, not only to dis- 
solve all monopoly combinations, but to enforce 
the criminal clause of the law:against those who 
violate it. For the rest, if there is doubt of the 
nature of combinations which are forbidden by 
the law, Congress can clarify the statute by 
amendment. It can dissolve doubt. “ But there is 
nothing in the decision which indicates a back- 
ward step in the fight against monopoly.

MATRIMONY SOLVED FOR HUSBANDS. 

While the courts are in session during a single 
year, they pass on nearly every problem of life. 
They select the main point. They bring all the 
other points to bear on it. Then they make a 
ruling ‘or “hand down a decision” intended to 
decide it forever. 

Even if they were mistaken in six cases out 
of ten, four right decisions out of ten annually, 
might settle everything in a few years, if it were 
not for something else. This appears in the de- 
cision of Judge O. A. Lucas of Kansas City, as 
language too weak for the demands of a great 
idea. When the point was stopping divorce and 
settling the “matrimonial problem,” he handed 
down a decision in the Hutton case which shows 
that his aim was sure. He reached the central 
point in ruling that when a man marries he 
)pledges himself not to back out, run away, or 
otherwise evade the obligations of his contract, 
but to “stay and take bis punishment.” 

This is sound law. Unfortunately, however, 
law itself provides “ methods of evading the 
punishments of - contracts, in¢luding . the 
matrimonial. As this is well known to all, Judge

tion that marriage is the greatest of all educa- 
tional institutions and that the purpose of every- 
thing in it which seems to penalize is really to

COMMENT ON THE 
STANDARD OIL DECISION 


Vhe New York World. 

In reality the Standard Oil case involved no 
question of law—least of all a new question of 
law. It involved ‘fact and practice. Were the 
methods ang practices of the corporation such as 
to restrain or monopolize trade or commerce? 
The Supreme Court of the United States answers 
these questions in the affirmative and the strong- 
est industrial corporation in the world must bow 
to the law, precisely as the labor union must bow 
to that law. 

With this long line of decisions to guide‘ it, 
why should the Government of the United States 
continue to treat the Sherman law as an experi- 
mental statute, necessitating a new interpreta- 
tion whenever a case arises involving an alleged 
violation of the act? Why should it not take its 
evidence before a grand jury, as it does in all 
other. criminal cases, and follow the same pro- 
cedure as in the case of John Doe, who is ac- 
cused of making moonshine whisky? No re- 
straining orders are issued against John Doe. He 
is not haled into court to show cause why his 
distillery should not be closed by reason of its 
violation of the inter-1l revenue laws. We are 
quite unable to see why a different course should 
be pursued with trusts that violate the Sherman 
act. 

Potentially Mr. Taft and Mr. Wickersham have 
won a tremendous victory in the court of last 
resort but whether or not this victory serves a 
great public purpose depends upon the uses to 
which it is put. If corporations that violate the 
anti-trust law may purge themselves by reor- 
ganization after the illegality of their practices 
is established and then proceed about their busi- 
ness as before, the Sherman act will forever be a 
rope of sand. But if the. act is enforced in its 
entirety, Big Business will bend to it. } 

“Guilt is personal.” If the United States Gov- 
ernment will sternly hold to that principle and 
apply it to all violations of the Sherman law Big 
Business will soon be as active in finding ways to 
respect the law as it has heretofore been in find- 
ing ways to evade the law. Even a John D. Rocke- 
feller would rather adjust his commercial prac- 
tices to the provisions of the Sherman act than go 


to jail.

The decision is “liberal,” and it is certainly 
“conservative.” It gives ample time for readjust- 
ment. And it leaves wide open the natural chan- 
nels of industrial development. The court does 
not attack or threaten any big business—for be- 
ing big. The decision plainly says that the fault 
of the Standard Oil Co. is not that it has been 


set at defiance “normal methods of industrial de- 
velopment’’—in an effort to acquire “by means of 
combinations” greater economic power than proper 
methods justify.

Morally rather than physically the blow dealt 
at unlawful monopoly by the United States Su- 
preme Court in its decision in the Standard Oil 
case is heavily damaging. There is no punish- 
ment for the guilty individuals such as ought to 
be meted out to them, just as we punish counter- 
feiters of the coin and those who steal from the 
mails, as Judge Landis put it in his memorable 
phrase. Yet this sweeping and unalterable judg- 
ment denouncing,the oil monopoly as a burden- 
some and criminal conspiracy against the people 
brings us a step nearer to the sound policy 
baseq on the axiom that “Guilt is always per- 
sonal.”” It gets us closer to the time when the 
unscrupulous and law-breaking monopolist wf 
be effectively discouraged in his criminality by a 
taste of imprisonment at hard labor in the stripes 
of the common convict.
